Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Fort  ?fayne,  Indiana,  that 
it  is  deemed  necessary  to  vacate  the  alley  between  Broadway  and  Thompson  Avenue  from 
the  south  property  line  of  Park  Avenue  to  the  north  property  line  of  the  first  alley 
south  of  Park  Avenue. 

All  as  shown  by  a plan  of  such  proposed  alley  vacation  as  above  described  now 
on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  of  said  City. 

The  cost  of  said  vacation  as  above  described  shall  be  assessed  against  the 
property  beneficially  affected  thereby. 

The  property  which  may  be  injuriously  or  beneficially  affected  by  the  proposed 
alley  vacation  as  above  described  is  described  as  all  lots  lying  south  of  Park  Avenue ; 
west  of  Broadway;  north  of  Home  Avenue  and  east  of  Thompson  Avenue. 

The  vacation  of  the  alley  as  above  described  shall  be  subject  to  an  easement 
for  the  use  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne  and  other  Public  Utilities  for  the  construction 
and  maintenance  of  sewers,  water  mains,  gas  mains,  electric  pole  lines  and  conduits, 
telephone  and  telegraph  pole  lines  and  conduits. 

All  according  to  the  method  and  manner  provided  for  in  an  act  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  entitled  "'An  Act  Concerning  Municipal  Corporations," 
approved  March  6,  1905,  and  the  provisions  of  all  acts  amendatory  thereto  and 
supplemental  thereof,  including  the  right  to  bond  assessments  as  in  said  law  ordered. 

Assessments  if  deferred  are  to  be  paid  in  ten  equal  annual  installments  with 
interest  at  the  rate  of  five  (5)  per  centum  per  annum.  Under  no  circumstances  shall 
the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  be  or  be  held  responsible  for  any  sum  or  sums  due 
from  said,  property  owner  or  owners  for  said  condemnation  of  property  or  for  the  payment 
of  any  bond  or  bonds,  certificate  or  certificates  issued  in  payment  for  such  property 
damages  except  for  such  monies  as  shall  have  been  actually  received  by  the  City  from 
the  assessments  for  such  property  damages  or  such  monies  as  said  City  is  by  said  above 
entitled  act  required  to  pay.  All  proceedings  had  in  the  making  of  said  improvement, 
assessment  or  property,  collection  of  assessments  and  issuance  of  bonds  therefor, 
shall  be  as  provided  for  in  said  above  entitled  act  and  all  amendments  thereto  and 
supplements  thereof. 

All  of  said  streets  and  alleys  and  lots  and  lands  affected  by  the  above  described, 
alley  vacation  being  situated  in  the  Northeast  Quarter  of  Section  Fifteen  (15),  Town- 
ship Thirty  (30)  North,  Range  Twelve  (12)  East,  and  lying  within  the  corporate  limits 
of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Allen  County,  Indiana.

Mrs.  Rose  M.  Hoopin^arner,  1309  Park  Avenue  of 
this  city,  is  the  owner  of  lots  numbered  13  and  14  in  W. 

J.  and  M.  S.  Vesey's  Addition  to  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne, 
Between  these  two  lots  is  a 20  foot  alley  running  from  Park 
Avenue  south  to  a 12  foot  alley.  The  12  foot  alley  in  the 
rear’  of  lots  13  and  14  is  iimoroved,  hut  the  20  foot  strip 
between  lots  13  and  l4  is  not  improved  and  probably  never 
will  be.  This  20  foot  alley  once  extended  through  to  Home 
Avenue  but  the  south  part  thereof  was  vacated  a long  time 
ago.

We  would  appreciate 
you  referring  this  matter  to  the  Board  so  that  the  members 
thereof  might  inform  themselves  of  the  situation  respecting 
this  20  foot  strip,  then  let  us  know  if  the  members  of  the 
Board  will  adopt  a Resolution  for  the  vacation  of  said  strip. 
We  do  not  see  how  any  one  could  possibly  object  to  this  pro- 
ceeding as  this  strip  is  not  used  for  ingress  or  egress  by 
any  property  owner  of  that  vicinity  and  furthermore  Mrs.
